Engineer Nichols was then ordered to 
pull ahead, the fireman and helper being 
left behind. After going a short distance 
the train was stopped and the robbers pro- 
ceeded to the express car, taking with them

The news was wired from Sag- 
inaw and officers were out in search of the 
robbers early this morning, but as yet have 
secured no trace of them. They are handi- 
capped by havinhe no description of the men. 
Posses from both Lane and Douglas Coun- 
ties are out in search of the bandits.

Grenville Kane Describes 
Death of Young Benedict. 


- 


KILLED BY AN AUTOMOBILE 


THINKS VICTIM MISTOOK CLUTCH 
FOR BRAKE PEDAL. 


The Machine Leaped Down the Hill 
and It Was All Over in an In- 
stant—Kane Not Badly 
Injured. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Grenville Kane, 
who was with Frederick H. Benedict when 
the latter was killed by his automobile in 
a wild ride down a mountain side near 
Central Valley, N. Y., Saturday, had suffi- 
ciently recovered from his injuries and 
shock yesterday to give an account of the 


fatal trip. 

To his relatives who gathered at his bed- 
side at the home of Mrs. John Wolfe, at 
Tuxedo Park, whére Mr. Kane was taken, 
he told with much feeling of the shock he 
experienced at being compelled to watch 
his friend, Mr. Benedict, die while he was 
helpless and could render no aid. 

Mr. Kane's imjuries are not so serious 
as they were at first thcught to be. Dr. 
Rushmore’ said yester’ay that he had a 
fractured wrist and is bruised, but that 
the nervous shock was the severest of the 
injuries. 

“t'nder full power,’ said Mr. Kane, ‘“‘we 
had just climbed the road up East Moun- 
tain near Stockbridge, and were just turn- 
ing the point where begins the steep de- 
cline’ “The automobile bounded forward 
and Mr. Benedict put forth one foot to 
press down the brake pedal. His legs were 
tightly wrapped in a heavy carriage 
blanket, for it had begun to rain and the 
roads were slippery. 

‘In reaching for the brake I am satisfied 
that Mr. Benedict put his foot on the 
‘clutch’ pedal. The next thing we knew 
was that the automobile dashed forward 
madly. 

‘It was all over in a minute. There was 
a sharp turn in the road and the sloping 
hillside rose up abruptig, at this _ point. 
Against the boulder we went, the chauffeur 
and 1 being thrown clear of the mobile and 
Mr. Benedict ‘being caught under its pon- 
derous weight. 

“If he had not been so tightly wrapped 
up with blankets it is probable he might 
have saved himself by leaping from the 
car, or else being thrown clear of it. 

“It was an experience a man can never 
forget when he has to see a friend die and 
ean render no aid. Chauffeur Maxwell and 
I made a desperate attempt to get Mr. 
Benedict from underneath the heavy car, 
but of course it was a task for many men 
and not for just two to accomplish. We 
sent for some men as quickly as possible, 
and they finally lifted the automobile.

Child Who Was Rescued From Betleath 
the Wheels of an Olive Street Train 
Describes the Incident for 

the Post-Dispateh. . - 


From almost certain death beneath the wheels 
of an Olive street car, 4-year-old PBdna Reberts of 
618 Market street was rescued yesterday by *ev- 
eral men, who saw her attempt to cross the tracks, 
She tells the story of her thrilling éxperieice to 
thg Post-Dispatch as follows:

Other Branches of the Iron Industry 
Soon to Be Added and the Capi- 
talization Increased to 
$2009,000,000. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The projected amai- 
gamation of the business interests of the 
largest iron and steel manufacturers in 


the United Kingdom has so far escaped ob- 
servation. The formation of the United 


States Steel Corporation was the signal 
for similar concentrations of capital in 
Europe. The German ironmasters and steel 
manufacturers, under the leadership of the 
Krupps, have been endeavoring to of- 
ganize an industrial combination, and the 
Belgian mine owners and iron and steel 
manufacturers have been moving in the 
Same direction. The interests of both 
these countries are centered in a few hands 
and these combinations, while not yet 
effected, are easy in comparison: with the 
amalgamation of the British iron and steel 
manufacturers, whose interests here are 
of tremendous magnitude and inertia. 
Protracted negotiations haye been re- 
quired, but a combination is being ar- 


ranged by a group of the largest iron and 
stee matafscturers of the north and 
south, with the help of an American or- 
ganizer. This combination will control the 
manufacture of rails in the United King- 
dom and will have a cash capital of £2,- 
000,000, without a drop of water; and when 
another group of large manufacturers of 
iran and steel, with whom negetiations 
are nuw in progress, is drawn in the cap- 
ital will be increased to £40,000,000. 

The American organizer is John R. Bart- 
lett, who effected not long ago a combina- 
tion in the oll manufacturing trade and who 
won the confidence of a large group of En- 
lish capitalists by his skill and practical 
ntelligence in conducting financial combi- 
nations. He has visited during the spring 
nearly all the important tron and steel 
works in the United Kingdom, and after 
looking over the ground and meeting the 
masters of the iron and steel industry he 
submitted to them a plan for effecting a 
combination of their business interests. 
These proposals were accompanied by a 
preliminary memorandum of the scheme of 
combination worked out with precision and 
painstaking care, showing that a financial 
syndicate would formed to underwrite 
and furnish all the cash required for the 
successful organization of the amalgamated 
company, each vender having the privilege 
of foining It. 

There have been many conferences, and 
the manufacturers, while intensely inter- 
ested, have wanted time for reflection. 
Many of the most important iron and steel 
concerns in the United Kingdom now have 
the whole matter under consideration. 

While the organizer is an American, the 
mrapeotes gpl no is exclusively English, 
and is not connected in any way with the 
United States Steel Corporation. It is not 
organized in hostility to the American com- 
bination {in the same industry, but as a 
necessary measure of mutual protection and 
self-defense for the immense masses of En- 
glish capital invested in iron and steel man- 
ufacture. The concentration of cavnital fn 
the fron and steel trade will oven the way 
for similar movements among English mine 
owners, shipping lines and textile trades 
and even railways, which are now operat- 
ing against one another.

“I came to America,”’ said Mr. Bayley to 
the Post-Dispatch Tuesday afternoon, ‘‘to 
study American methods of handling 
traffic. Railroad men in this country are 
solving the problem of handling the great~ 
est amount of traffic at the lIeast ex- 
pense. 


Britain Must Learn 
From America. 
“That is what we must learn in England. 
Material and labor are increasing in cost 


there. We have enormous capital invested, 
and if we can cut down the cost of part a | 
traffic we may counterbalance the increase 
cost of material and labor. 

“The Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway, 
with which I am connected, pays dividends 
on a capital stock of $330,000,000, and it is 
only 556 miles long. You have nothing in 
this country to compare with that at all. 

“I will show you where the difference 
comes in. In England we have enormous 
capital in great warehouses in the cities, 
and we also deliver freight with horses and 
wagons after it has reached its destination. 
American roads don’t do that. They carry 
the freight only -to the freight house. The 
man to whom it is consigned must get 
somebody else to deliver it at his door for 


im. 
‘Then railroad men in this country have 


costs us more to carry the 1000 tons and 


here is another point where we-ean cut ex- 
penses by adopting the American plan.’’ 

Mr. Bayley then discussed the difference 
between the English and the American 
methods of handling senger traffic. He 
said the English method was used because 


if it could be changed. 

“It has advantages,” he sald, “Our car- 
riages (passenger coaches) can be unloaded 
quicker than yours because they — along 
the sides and pasengers step right out of 
the compartments thout waiting to pass 
through long aisles. 

“The English trains also carry more pas- 
sengers than the American and their cars 
are not so heavy. The result is that less 
power is used per passenger. 

“In England there are three classes of 
passengers. They might be called the pre- 
mier class, the intermediary and the class 
of the populace: There are separate com- 
partments on the trains for each class. 

‘The third class pays about 1 penny (5 
cents) a mile. The second class pays 10 
per cent more. The first class pays from 2 
to 3 pence (10 to 15 cents), a mile. In all 
classes return or round-trip tickets are sold 
for a fare and a half or two-thirds. 

““‘We have no conductors on our trains, 
but the tickets are taken up at the sta- 
tions. Near the large cities there are col- 
lecting stations,where the trains stop while 
the tickets are collected. Then they go on 
into the great stations. 

“On each train there are the guards, who 
correspond to the American brakemen. 

“There are few sleeping cars in use. in 
England because long distance trips are 
not common. The North and South trunk 
lines only use them, and they are lighter 
than the Pullmans.

THREE HURT IN AN EXPLOSION 


Gasoline in Tanks at J. 0. Chenoweth

Three men were severely injured by an 
explosion of gasoline in the dyeing and 
cleaning works of J. O. Chenoweth & Co., 
1426 Washington avenue, at 8 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon.

distinguished guest and after an exchange 
cf greetings, briefly, the ride toward the 
university campus was begun, by way of 
State and Chapel streets. The escort in- 


cluded a representation of the naval and 
military forces of the state. In the car- 
riage with Mr. Roosevelt were the presi- 
dent of Yale, the governor of Connecticut 
and the mayor of New Haven.

The suffocating condition of the atmosphere in St. Louis on 
Monday was proof of the tact that the work of smoke abatement 
is very slow. Fortunately we do not often suffer from the effects 
of our smoke -loud at its worst. 

But in ordinary states of the weather, the casual] observer can 
satisfy himself that much more vigorous efforts must be made 
by the smoke inspectors, if Bt. Louis is to be relieved of the 
smoke nuisance. At almost any hour of the day thick volumes 
of black smoke may be scen pouring out of the chimneys of fac- 
tories and large buildings in the downtown district. The plants 
are supposed to be firing up at such times, but there are so 
many of them that the nuisance is continuous. Of what use 
is smoke inspection if it cannot abate the smoke at one time of 
the day as well as at another? 

There must be no favoritism in enforcing the smoke abatement 
law. Only by faithful, conscientious and persistent work can the 
law be made effective and the city relieved of this long standing

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GOOD WORK FOR WOMEN. 


Monday’s Post-Dispatch contained the figures, gathered by the 
Wednesday Club. showing that 11,405 women are employed as 
’ Wage-earners in St. Louis, in pursuits other than that of do- 
mestic service. 

These figures will no doubt astonish citizens who were not 
aware what an army of women go to work in 8t. Louis every 

morning and return every night. The size of this army gives 
new interest to the ever present question of seats in street cars 
and wholesome conditions in places where women work. There 
can be no doubt that nearly all these women are wage-earners 
from necessity. Their welfare, while at work and while going 
to and from work, is of importance to the city, because large 
numbers of them will be or already are the mothers of the com- 
ing generation of citizens. 

Hence, the work of the Wednesday Club, in investigating con- 
ditions in shop, factory and store where these women work, in 
conjunction with the state factory inspector, is highly commend- 
able. A cynical corespondent denied that ‘‘woman’s help comes 
from womén.” Altruistic work of this character proves that he 
is wrong. In eastern cities similar work done by women’s clubs 
and consumers’ leagues founded by women has greatly improved 
the lot of Women wage-earners. It will do the same for St. Louis 
and every good citizen should give it all the aid in his or her

The Smith Academy football warriors are 
hard at work every afternoon at the Pas- 
time Grounds.

They were beaten worse 
than the High School were by the same 
team earlier in the season, but the day on 
which they played the university the field 
was dry and long end runs were possible, 
while the High School played them on a 
wet and muddy field, where line bucking 
could only be used and slow progress made. 

From the present outlook the team ought 
to be the best that has represented the 
aeademy in two years. They have not ag 
yet fully developed their team work and 
do not work as a unit. This will come in 
time, though, and can only be attained by 
hard, conscientious practice. 

The team seems to be very good on offen- 
sive work, the backs run hard and follow 
their interference. The line plunges hard 
as soon as the ball ts snapped and will ap- 
pear very formidable to teams of their own 
weight. The backs still fumble some in 
practice, but this will be overcome in time. 
What the whole team needs is experience; 
they lack this greatly. Most of the players 
are green at the game, but after thev have 
beén in a few contests they will catch on. 


Al! Have Making 

of Good Players. 

Individually most of the boys ha've the 
making of good players and should be 


heard from when they get in the Eastern 
colleges. Capt. E@die Lewis is without 
doubt one of the bes® players on the team. 
He pays left end and weighs 142 pounds. 
He is the only player that graduates from 
the academy this year; he intends to finish 
his course of study at Yale. He ought to 
make himself felt in foot ball circles there 
if he can only take on weight in the meani- 
time. 

On getting down the field on kicks Lewis 
has without doubt shown more speed than 
any end in the Interscholastic League. He 
is a sure tackler, the interference will have 
to be good and the backs fast to get by 
him. Krutch, '05, at left tackle, is a good 
man. He weighs 145 pounds. He is good 
at breaking interference and gets cown 
the field on kicks very fast.

MAGISTRATE DISCHARGED HER
